less worth the price. But it contains, in 
addition, 78 buildings, including 37 ware- 
houses with nearly 2,000,000 feet of stor- 
age space, eight miles of tracks linking it 
with five different railroads, pumps and 
water tanks giving it adequate fire pro- 
tection, and such improvements as paved 
roads, water, sewerage and electrical 
systems. 

It has nearly a mile of frontage on the 
Savannah River’s deep water channel and 
is quite capable of accommodating ocean- 
going vessels. 

It is, in short, a natural for the State 
Ports Authority purposes and while it will 
be necessary to spend several million 
dollars for repairs and necessary addi- 
tions, these can easily be financed with 
refunding certificates to be paid off with 
revenues from its operation. 

There is a great need for such a facility 
and there seems little doubt that it will 
be self-liquidating. But even if it isn’t, 
the benefits which will accrue to the agri- 
culture, commerce and industry of Geor- 
gia by virtue of such an adequate State 
port will be well worth the expenditure. 


They Asked 
Old John Penny 


Once back in the old days when the Grange 
was being organized for farmers, there was a lot | 
of talk about keeping books on farm operations. | 

In the East Tennessee region where I was born and raised, | 
one of the organizers asked Old Man John Penny if he kept 
books on his farm. 


“Shucks, no,” he said. “I cain’t afford to buy the books and if 
I could I cain’t write.” 

Farming was a way of life in those days. Even when I was a 
boy there wasn’t much the farmers bought. I recall helping my 
grandmother card wool and run her loom. We raised our own 


wheat and corn for bread and feed. 
Shoes There were shoes to buy, but every farm house in East 
Tennessee had a “last” and leather for repairing shoes. 
| I got so I could put on a respectable half sole when I still was a 
| youngster. There was a blacksmith shop on every farm and nearly 
everyone had enough skill to make barrel hoops, wagon tires, | 
sharpen plow points and make repairs on parts. I’ve pulled the 
bellows many a time. Even after my folks moved to town | 
spent a lot of time ba on the farm because I was sickly and 
could not. digest and asSimilate food. For years they thought I’d 
die. I have caught up since. One reason I like to eat is that in 
my early years I couldn’t eat well. I was sickly and learned to 
read a lot, It got so they had to lock up the books and drive 
me out of the house. But, to get back to the story ... there 
wasn’t much a farmer had to buy. My folks always kept books. 
Looking back I am sure they were inadequate. But I remember 
the old ledgers. There were not many entries in them. “Buying” 
of supplies was an. event about twice a year.

Is Russia Softening Up? 


Russia, so they say, is “softening up.” 

By that is meant the Soviets appear a 
little more agreeable to reaching a settle- 
ment on Berlin than heretofore. Some of 
our more hopeful interpreters see this as 
a sign the Kremlin and the United States 
can come to an agreement in the foresee- 
able future and everything will be all 
right. 

But a glance at the map will show 
very quickly why Russia now is more 
amenable to coming to terms in the West. 
Not only are the Communists in full pos- 
session of Manchuria but they are endan- 
gering all North China. Communist drives 


are on in Sumatra, Indonesia, Borneo and 
even in the Philippines. The Soviets hold 
North Korea and expect to control it all 
when and if U. S. occupation troops get 
out of the southern part. 

The Kremlin is like a balloon. When 
it is pressed in one place it bulges in 
another. 

It would be well not to be taken in by 
any proposed “settlement.” As long as the 


- Soviet aims at world domination there is 


little chance of a bona fide compromise 
with the West except as a temporary ex- 
pedient to be honored or breached at the 
convenience of Moscow.

The Republican Soul-Searching 


WASHINGTON—Amid much turmoil and tribulation the Republicans are taking stock of them- 


selves. 


Recovering from the stunning shock of their recent defeat, they are trying to figure out 


wherein the party failed to win an election which all of the experts had marked down in their 


favor from the start of the campaign. 


Already the bricks are beginning to fly be- 
tween the two factions within the Party. The 
liberals are blaming the Old Guard and the Old 
Guardsmen are blaming the liberals. As for Gov. 
Dewey, the defeated candidate, he is catching it 
on all sides. 

It is interesting to see what some of the fac- 

tional leaders are saying about each other. One 
of the most pungent blasts has come from Clar- 
ence Budington Kelland, GOP national commit- 
.teeman from Arizona and an old line liberal of 
sorts. Dewey’s campaign, he said, “was smug, 
arrogant, stupid and supercilious. . . contemptuous 
alike to our antagonists and our friends.” He 
went on to say that “the Albany group proved 
themselves to be genuises in the art of stirring 
up an avalanche of lethargy,” with “n° issue 
stated or faced.” 

Old Guardsmen, on the other hand, are saying 
that the liberals with their “me too” affirmation 
of the New Deal have wrecked the Party in the 
past three presidential elections. They are now 
demanding that “it is only fair to give us a chance 
to wreck it our way.” 

Even such Party mossbacks as Walter S. 
Halianan, GOP national committeeman from 
West Virginia, is now willing to concede that the 
Republicans made a “grievous blunder” at Phila- 
delphia. From the “depths of despair and dis- 
appointment,” he has written Senator Edward 
Martin, of Pennsylvania, the man who started the 
bandwagon stampede to Dewey at the national 
convention: “We lost because our candidate 
failed to fight . . . speeches on a repetitious mono- 
tone—no humility—high-sounding platitudes—let 
Truman put GOP on the defensive ... let us be 
maligned, misrepresented and impeached without 
any effective challenge.” 

Liberals like Senator George Atken, of Ver- 
mont, are demanding that progressive Republi- 
cans out the Old Guard leadership.” 


Others like Russell Davenport, campaign manager 
for Wendell Willkie in the 1940 campaign, are 
saying that the failure of the Party is a failure 
of leadership at all levels: “The Republican 
Party has failed to inspire the American people 
with confidence ... the theme for the past 16 
years has been the Republican Party vs. the 
People ...and the people have won.” 

And so the battle goes between the two oppos- 
ing forces, each seeking to lay the blame of de- 
feat at the feet of the other. It may be expected 
to break out with new vigor when the Party 
assembles to view the wreckage at the coming 
sessioi of Congress. 

One of the things that is disturbing to Republi- 
cans is that Dewey’s popular vote was only a 
shade larger than that cast for Herbert Hoover 
16 years ago, despite the fact that a whole new 
generation of voters has grown up since then. To 


many Party leaders this indicates a static congli- |

tion that must be corrected if the GOP is to sur- 
vive as one of the two great major parties. 

But despite some of the direful predictions 
that are being made about the GOP being a 
cooked goose, there is nothing in the. cards to 
indicate its dissolution. Any party that can poll 
upwards of 21,500,000 votes, as Gov. Dewey did 


in the recent election, must still be considered a 


vital force. 

Two and four years from now, when the next 
national elections roll around, the Republicans 
will be back on the campaign front passing the 
tin cup for a militant organization just as they 
have during their past crushing Jefeats.- And 
what makes it certain that they will continue to 
give the Democrats a real battle.is that the fat 
cats can still be relied upon to keep their cam- 
paign chests amply filled. 

In the meantime, tHe soul-searching will go on 
within the Party as to the cause for the repetition 
of defeats that have come during the past 18 
years.

An End, at Last, to Cartels? 


WASHINGTON—During his campaign President Truman had much to say 


about big business and its monopolistic tendencies. 
He spoke during those trying days from personal knowledge. 


Not only was 


he constantly conscious of the power of big industry and finance from the efforts 


but he also knew, 


made to defeat him and what he stood for—for it was concentrated against him— 
as he said so often, that his influence had become dominant in the Eightieth Con- 


gress which he castigated from stump to stump and all around every stump. 


In the new Ejighty-first Congress with its com- 
fortable Democratic majorities, the process will 
be reversed, so to speak. While there is no inten- 
tion of any sort of punitive action against big busi- 
ness, as Democratic spokesmen have been so care- 
ful to reiterate in recent weeks since the election, 
it is the intention to try to break the strength of 


monopolistic big business in Congress, to expose 


the alarming wth of monopoly and its effect 
on the individual citizen, and to do certain things 
to check that extension of monopoly and to bring 
it under control. : 

This is a matter that affects not only the entire 
domestic economy and its continued health, but 
also the peace and prosperity of the whole world, 
for it reaches directly into the field of foreign 
affairs through the still great influence of inter- 
national business and finance in international 
politics. 

The instrument is at hand in Congress in the 
Joint Committee on the Economic Report which 
was created by the 1945 employment act. Its as- 
signed task is to keep a constant watch on eco- 
nomic conditions, to receive periodic reports from 
the President’s Council of Economic Advisers also 
set up in that act, and to propose such legislative 
action as it deems necessary from a study of those 
reports and their recommendations and its own 
independent findings. 

It did little in the Eightieth Congress under 
the chairmanship of Sen. Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
who is not one to disturb the status quo. It is 
likely to be very busy in the Eighty-first Congress 
under the chairmanship of Sen. O’Mahoney, Dem- 
ocrat, Wyoming, the recognized authority in Con- 
gress on monopoly, its growth and consequences 
and a veritable Jeremiah in proclaiming the dan- 
gers of monopoly to free democratic government. 

Already the Committee staff is at work on sev- 
eral projects. The Committee will become a lab- 
oratory on the economy as well as a sounding 
board for the ideas ef the Senator and the Admin- 


istration. A pattern of approach is forming in the 
Senator’s plan to inquire into the practice of great 
industrial enterprises in setting prices for a whole 
industry and to investigate the field of invest- 
ment capital to find out what can be done to 
make it easier for small business to finance itself, 
and likewise in his advocacy of an excess profits 
tax and of compulsory allocation of scarce mate- 
rials so that all industry, small and big, will get a 
share. Voluntary allocation imposed by the last 
Congress has failed. 

“The chief mission of the Eighty-first Con- 
gress,” he said, “is the development of formulas 
to make industrial organizations serve a free 
economy.” 

He intends also to go into the field of interna- 
tional monopolies, or cartels as they are called, 
which are part of the same problem, by pushing 
his bill requiring that all contracts made by 
American business abroad be registered at the 
State Department. This has become a lively sub- 
ject because of the timidity of our State Depart- 
ment and our Military Government in Germany 
in proceeding with the break-up of German 
monopolies as decreed by act of Congress, ob- 
viously because of the influence of American big 
business which has interlocking relationships 
there of its own. 

“We can’t build up a cartel system in Europe 
and hope to win the peace,” the Senator declared. 
“The achievement of international peace depends 
upon breaking down the cartel system. You can’t 
have a totalitarian industrial system and free gov- 
ernment. I don’t believe we should allow man- 
agers of international business to establish condi- 
tions throughout the world so that we have to 
send our boys out as soldiers to protect their 
interests.” 

Early in the new Congress the Senator ex- 
pects to have something to say about our soft 
policy toward German monopolies.
